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_ 7. Becauſe, as we apprehend, » we are to allow L. 60,600 to the King of Spain, 
chiefly on Account of the Ships taken near iy in the Year 1718, tho it has appeared 
to the Houſe, from the Inſtructions given to the Commiſſaries after the Treaty of 
Seville, ſigned by His Majeſty, now lying before us, that the Article of the Treaty con- 
cluded at Madrid in 1721, upon which that Claim of the Spaniards is founded, had 
been executed on the Part of the Crown of Great Britain. SEP 1. A 

8. Becauſe the referring the Limits of Florida and Carolina to the Plenipotentiaries, 
ſeems to call in Queſtion our Right to Poſſeſſions which we have ſo long uninterruptedly 
enjoyed, Seven Eight Parts or Shares of which, the Nation, at a conſiderable Expence, 
has, not long fince, purchaſed of the Proprietprs under the 'Two Original Grants of 
King Charles the Second, a certain Diſtrict whereof, called Georgia, in Honour to His 
preſent Majeſty, has been erected into a New Colony, and granted to Truſtees for lauda- 
ble Purpoſes ; for the Eſtabliſhment and Improvement of which, conſiderable Sums have 
been granted by the Publick : And moreover it being ſtipulated by the preſent Conven- 
tion, that no Fortification there, ſhall be increaſed during the Term of Eight Months; 
We apprehend that the Regiment lately raiſed for the Defence of that Colony, and 
alfo the Engineers and Stores, which at a conſiderable Increaſe of the publick Expence, 
8 ſent thither, will not only remain uſeleſs, but if a Peace ſhould not be pro- 
cured within that Period, will, at the End of it, be expoſed, together with the Colony, 
to the Violence and Irruption of the Spaniards. . 
9. Becauſe we apprehend, the Britiſʒh Miniſter's Acceptance of the Declaration 
ſigned by Monſ. de la Quadra, Fanuary the toth, 1739, ſaid to be agreed with reci- 
procal Accord, has allowed His Catholick Majeſty to reſerve to himſelf, in its full 
Force, the Right of being able to ſuſpend the AMiento of Negroes, in caſe the South- 
Sea Company does not ſubjec herſelf to pay, within a ſhort time, the Sum of TL. 68000 
pretended to be owing on the Duty of Negroes, and Profits of the Ship Caroline, tho 
that Sum was never otherwiſe acknowledged to'be due, than as Part of a Plan of Ac- 
commodation, wherein a much larger Sum was admitted to be due to the ſaid Compa- 
ny, whereby, we apprebend, the King of Spain may think that great Company is put 
out of the Protection of His Majeſty as to this Point, and left to his own Mercy and 
Equity: Whereas, if the Convention, as it now ſtands, had been ſigned without the 
Acceptance of the ſaid Declaration, the King of Spain would have had no Pretence, as 
we.conceive, to ſuſpend the 4/iento: And therefore, we apprehend, that the ſaid De- 
claration will be looked upon as a Defeazance of the ſaid Treaty, as far as it relates 
to the Hut h- Sa Company, which appears to us a diſhonourable Colluſion, hurtful to the

ro. Becauſe we do not find any Satisfaction has been obtained by this Convention, 
for the frequent Cruelties and Barbarities exerciſed on the Hritiſb Sailors, nor for the 
many Inſults offered to the Britiſb Flag, which we are apprehenſive may be thought 
an Inſenſibility of the Sufferings of a Body of Men highly uſeful to the Trade, and 
neceſſary to the Defence of theſe Kingdoms, and a great Neglect of the Honour of 


the Nation. 
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
